Buts told his audience He noted 
that Americans are now eating 129 
pounds of beef per person a year 
now. as compared with only 56 
pounds per capita in 1950,

Americans." Butt stated, benefit

Bul/ noted that Carol Foreman 
who now serves as Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture, reflects 
the view* of consumer groups 
rather than farmers Although he 
called

to consumer groups 
He also blasted ruling by the 
Federal 
Drug 
Administration 
which resulted in the removal 
from the shelves of various feeds 
and chemical* used by farmers 
over the years He also said that 
there "I* no room for reason with 
these rulings and people have no 
room to measure the coat benefit 
ratio as 
a result of 
federal 
legislation " 
Buts sounded out the main 
theme of the seminar, which is 
helping farmer get more profits 


out of their operation He m alled 
being picketed at a university by a 
group of students carrying signs 
saying. "Food is for People, not 
Profits," Butt noted 
however, 
thai 
if farmer* cannot

profits out of their operation, there 
soon will not be enough food lo go 
around, "Profits." said Butt. "kl 
the name of the game "

lite potential applications for 
the flat plate solar collector

There are also covered plate 
collectors, which reduce heat 
lass from the absorber plate to 
the outside air due to a rover 
plate of glass, plastic, or 
fiberglass Air is (hen circulated 
tie!ween this cover and the 
absorber plate. A covered, 
suspended plate is a type which 
further improves performance 
because the air flow occurs 
above and below the sheet- 
metal absorber, thus providing 
twice as much surface area 
from which Ileal can be ab 
sorbed 


A water collector, Turner 
says, has the same basic 
components as an air codec - 
tor an absorber plate and a 
transfer fluid The difference is 
that the heal from the absorber 


plate is removed by the waler 
circulating in lubes There is 


also an "open channel" type of 
water collector which has no 
water lube* Instead, the water 


simply flows down over (he 
absorber in a sheet Although 
th* open channel generally costs 
less, the tube types are con 
sider rd more efficient 


Enc home healing, air and 
watrr systems are both being 
used to the same extent For

Disadvantages

collectors include free*mg 
rot r n m o i i and leakage, while 
dust is Ihe only prime duad 
vantage ol air collectors 
Although the problems with 
waler collectors can be dealt 
w uh to a degree. Turner prefers 
the air systems 


Because heat absorption is 
dependent on the sun. Turner 
recommends that solar heating 
systems also include a storage 
system which will store the 
excess heal collected during the 
day for use at night The two 
most common systems for 
storing solar heat are tanks of 
water and beds of rocks 


Without 
storage, 
the 
flexibility ol the solar system is 
reduced because heat from the 
sun may be used only during the 
period of time in which the sun 
shines Thus, any excess heat 
collected would be discarded 


Turner says that in climates 
comparable to Indiana, solar 
systems have been designed to 


supply between IS and IS per 
cen! of the total needs The 
decision as lo what percentage 
to supply with solar heat 
depend* on the relative cost* of 
fuel, solar equipment and in 
sui* I ion

providing the storage volume 
necessary to rely on solar

Indiana "The volume would be 
extremely large," he says "A 
more reasonable sue lo con 
sider is three to five day* 
storage of heat 
"lf you would like to build a 
solar heating system, you need 


lo start planning early,'* lunier 
advises "Comae! people with 
designs similar to Ihe one you 
are considering and observe 
how 
their system ha* per 
farmed You might try solar 
heating on a small scale first, 
such as heating a garage Of shop 
during the day This will give 
you an 
idea of potential 
problems and performance 
Finally, consider hiring a 
re g is te re d 
p ro fe ssio n a l 
engineer to advise you on the 
best and most economical 
combination of solar collectors, 
storage, 
insulation.
